Across the Border from Mexico.

An ex-Governor of Baja California 
was placed on trial before Judge Well- 
born in the United States District 
Court yesterday on a charge of smug- 
gliing Chinese across the border from 
Mexico. - 

Antonio Feliz stands accused of the 
offense against Uncle Sam, Few people 
in the courtroom 1: ognized in the 
ewarthy tmperturable countenance of 
the Spaniard at the bar the man who 
swayed the scepter over the northern 
district of Lower California during the 
troublous times in i872 when Gov. 
Ramirez was shot down near Tia 
Juana, and a reign of terror extended 
throughont that part of Mexico. In 
those days Fells was a itical power 
in the republic, t adversity came 
upon him, and it is charged by govern- 
ment agents that the man has smug- 
gled more Chinamen across the border 
and caused more trouble to Uncle Sam 
than any other man on the Pacific 
Coast, 

The offense for which Feliz is now 
being tried is alleged to have been 
committed over a year ago. Feliz has 
been free on ball since he was first ar- 
raigned, but seven Chinamen who were 
captured along with the principal of- 
fender have been held in jail to be 
= as Witnesses and later to be de- 


Fells and his Chinamen were cap- 
tured in a wild, desolate in the 
Jacumba Mountains -in n Diego 
county as they were slowly traveling 
toward Los Angeles from Ensenada.
